The accounts of ſixty- ſeven of theſe churches are here given 
from my own examination of them, and I wiſhed, and indeed de- 
ſigned, to extend my perſonal enquiries to many more. This however 
I ſoon found was not in my power ;.but to gratify, as far as I could, 
this curioſity, I applied by letter to the officiating clergy of thoſe 
places where I had meant to look into the churches. The conſe- 
quence of my letter was, as I expected, many very obliging an- 
ſwers; and accounts of more than forty of theſe follow thoſe of 
my own. The names of the gentlemen by whom I am obliged, . 
are annexed to each particular account; a liberty which I flatter 
myſelf will be excuſed. Indeed I was by no means willing to 
omit acknowledging the receipt of their letters, nor could I deny 
A 2 myſelf.

tention that was paid to my requeſt. It is with concern I reflect,

Of church-yards I have taken very little notice ; not that I would 


be thought to deſpiſe 


« The ſhort, but ſimple annals of the poor,” 
or to overlook them in that ſequeſtered ſpot where they now reſt in 
perfect equality with their once rich and'great neighbours ; but the 
truth is, that the language of theſe memorials is, in general, too 
mean to attract or to allow attention. To this, however, there are 
exceptions ; witneſs ſome beautiful epitaphs in the church-yards 


which I have given under their reſpective churches. 


Some of theſe memorials are alſo, not ſeldom, ſo ludicrouſly ridicu- 
lous as to o provoke a ſmile where they mean to be very ſerious, as 
| & w— to their ſiſter aur 
Four loving brothers did erect this here ;” 
and again „of a good wife, who was 
46 free from malice, envy, and ſedition.“

Yet, ere I leave the memorials of the poor, I muſt obſerve, that 
the advice they contain, however ill expreſt, is always excellent: 
6 As I am now, ſo muſt you be, 
Therefore prepare to follow me; 
though flat poetry, is certainly juſt and ſound morality. And the 
ſurly addreſs of that church- yard Cato, on whoſe head- ſtone are 
the following lines, deſerves our attention; 


Farewell vain world, I've ſeen enough of thee, 
And now am careleſs what thou ſayſt of me, 
„ Thy ſmiles I court not, nor thy frowns I fear, 
My cares are paſt, my head lies quiet here, 
What faults you knew in me take care to ſhun,

Theſe lines are indeed above the common run, and ſeem to have 
been dictated by ſome ſevere miſanthrope in the lower walks of life: 
] have in general omitted the memorials of infants : there is * a 
pathos i in the dates,” it is true; but if there had been no other 
reaſon for the omiſſion, alas! they are too numerous for inſertion. 


Perhaps ſome perſons will think I have ſaid too much upon the 
ſubject of painted glaſs; I hope not. I confeſs I am delighted 
with this beautiful ornament in whatever place meet with it, but 
more eſpecially in our churches, where I think that windows 

With painted ſtories richly dight, 

«© Caſting a dim religious light,” 
are infinitely ſuperior to the glaring glaſs of our modern churches, 
and much more ſuitable to a place of devotion. I am ſorry to dif- 
fer from a very ingenious * writer on this ſubject, whoſe opinions 
I will not critically examine ; I would merely aſk whether the Ve- 
netian window, and the light-framed ſaſh of a modern church, do 
nat ſtrike the beholder more with the idea of a ball-room, than of 
a place appropriated to the worſhip of God? Nay, and I cannot 
but think that the noble old manſians of our forefathers, in which 
the windows were adorned with eſcutcheons and ** goodly por- 
traits,” as they were quaintly called, had an air of grandeur and 
majeſty far beyond the buildings of the preſent days. 


It is therefore with regret, and ſome kind of indignatipn, that I 
ſee theſe beautiful and venerable memorials too often ſhamefully 
neglected and broken in churches, as well as very frequently fal- 
ling to pieces and unregarded in the halls and kitchens of farm- 
houſes, where once they were the honeſt pride and pleaſure of our 
anceſtors. |

From the very numerous epitaphs that I here offer to the reader, 
it may be thought that I ſhould have rejected many which record 


little more of the perſons to whom they belong, than 
| That they lived, and that they died, 2 


wal ſelected only the beſt. 


But it ſhould be conſidered that ſelecting is an invidious taſk; 
that what ſeems trifling and inſignificant to ſome, to others may be 
intereſting and important ; and it is my with to hurt or offend no 

man. Inſcriptions therefore are taken in general, that I might not, 
by negle& of any, however ſeemingly inſignificant, wound either 
the memory of the dead, or the feelings of the living. 


Selections alſo might appear as if I aſſumed tov arrogantly a ſelf 
created authority of judging for others, and to avoid this. imputa- 
tion was with me a weighty motive to make the collection general. 
Indeed ſo unwilling have I been to obtrude my own opinions on the 
reader, that I have very ſcrupulouſly avoided even making obſerya- 
tions on any epitaphs, except in a few caſes, where ſome remarka- 
ble event or curious anecdote ſeemed to call for them; as in the 
tombs in * Willeſborough church-yard, and in + Eaſtwell church. 
I have ſeldom broken through this rule; yet, in two ꝗ paſſages par- 
ticularly I have done it. Indeed the ſingular beauty of the one was 
ſuch that I could not forbear expreſſing the pleaſure it gave me 
and the abſurdity of the other was ſo forcible, 

| * That not to ſmile exceeds all power of face.” 

On the ſubject of ſelections I will venture to add, that if a choice 
were made with the greateſt judgment of only the beſt epitaphs, I 
own I ſhould prefer a general collection. The varied face of na- 
ture, where the oak and the elm mix with the maythorn and the 
bramble, the rough brown hill with the flower-enamelled valley,

of merely flowers and ſhrubs in the encloſed and cultivated garden, 


The practice of antiquaries has been to copy only the ancient, 


and entirely paſs over the modern epitaphs. This, I confeſs, I look 
upon as very improper; for theſe writers did not conſider that what 


was modern in their days, would, after the lapſe of an hundred 
years, become ancient. Veever indeed, though he copied only old 
inſcriptions, yet meant, as he tells us in his preface, to copy the 
new ones of his time ; but this defign he never put in execution. 
And the reſpectable Mr. Samner, in his account of Canterbury, page 
342, flatly objects to the notice of certain monuments of the fa- 
mily of Ropers, © they being not,” ſays he, of any antiquity.”— 


Had theſe induſtrious writers copied all inſcriptions, many that are 


now effaced by the ſteps of time, or torn away by the violent hands 
of rapacious plunderers, would have been preſerved in their volumes. 


From the labours of Weever, now made venerable by time, I 
ſometimes reaped afliſtance in copying parts of ſome inſcriptions 


which age has nearly obliterated on their original monuments. In- 
deed it was a melancholy conſideration to obſerve the devaſtation 


made by time fince the days of Weever, and it was {till more pain- 
ful to obſerve the marks of the ruinous hands of facrilege in the 
civil wars of the laſt century; numbers of the inſcriptions are obli- 
terated and worn out, and many of the ornaments of tombs defaced 
and torn away, which yet remain in his book. 


May it never be the fate of my work to be ſuch a proof of horrid - 
profanation, by becoming a repoſitory of monuments defaced, or 
demoliſhed by facrilegious plunder ! Yet, alas! if the ſhocking 
ſcenes are ever acted here, which now are fatally exhibited in un- 
happy France, ſuch may be its lot: but I will neither enlarge upon 
nor entertain the painful idea---may the God of Mercies avert from 

us 


being more agreeable in my eye, than the neat-and trim aſſemblage” 
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us the horrors now reigning there, and in his Wiest ſpeedily: put; 


an end to the calamities of that wretched people ! 


Of Mr. Haſted's laborious work I have made ſome uſe; not much

For the work---it will ſpeak to every heart, at leaſt to every 
feeling heart, and of conſequence give pleaſure ; amuſement and 
inſtruction will, I preſume, naturally follow. Though I have not 
deſcended to minute particularity, yet perhaps I may have been too 
particular for faſtidious attention. My reaſons againſt a ſelection 


have already been given; if they are not univerſally ſatisfactory, 


and how can I hope that? yet I am ready to judge, that with the 
good-natured and candid they will have ſufficient weight. 


For myſelf---I claim no other merit than attentive iuduſtry, and 
a moſt ſincere deſire to pleaſe, to communicate to others that ſa- 
tisfaction and entertainment in reading, which I found in compiling 
theſe ſheets... To give pleaſure to others is ever among the firſt 


wiſhes of my heart; and from this motive I offer the following 


collection, in which, if there ſhould appear a few miſtakes of names 


or dates, or errors of other kinds, it is hoped that candour will 
excuſe them. | 


I ſhall detain the reader no longer, than merely to expreſs my 
hopes that he may find amuſement in the following pages. I will 
not take upon me to point out the moral to be drawn from them, 
or the awful leſſon they inculcate ; but I will add my withes that 
the grace of God may direct that inſtruction ſo conveyed, to every 
heart, and render it eſſential to a happineſs that may be enjoyed 
when this frail life ſhall be no more !

MONUMENTS.

A GREAT number of the monuments in this Church were deſtroyed 
A by. the fall of the ſteeple in the laſt century, One achievement 
was preſerved from the ruins, and is now fixed up u the wall of the 
new chancel : 

« Party per pale; Azure, a lion rampant Or, armed and! langued 
“ Gules, erowned Argent, In chief, a creſcent with the mullet,” „ Gules, 
« two bars Argent, in chief Ermine.“ MES. 

Under it, in a ſcroll, is this inſcription : “ Here, in this ifle, lyeth 
« buried the body of Ann (youngeſt daughter of Robert Thomſon, of 
« Boughton, in the County of Kent, Eſq. by Dorothy his wite) the en 
e tirely loving and beloved wife of Henry Darell, youngeſt ſon of Sir 
« Sampſon Darell, of Fulmer, in the County of Bucks, Knight. She 
« changed her earthly for a heavenly tabernacle, on Saturday the 6th of 
„ September, anno domini 1662.” 

In the ſame chancel, are the following monuments of marks againſt-the 
wall:

© Charles the Martyr; and ſiſter to John, Earl of Bath, who with his 
« near kinſman General Monk, afterwards Duke of Albermale, was the 
noble inſtrument of the happy reſtoration of the church and monarchy, 
in the year 1660. She was ſecond wife of Richard Thornhill of 
“ Ollantigh, in this pariſh, commander of a troop of horſe which he 
% raiſed at his own charge, for the ſervice of King Charles the Firſt, A 
i gentlemgn, whoſe loyalty and ſufferings, ſteady adherence and large con- 
** tributions to the royal cauſe, were not inferior to the greateſt ex- 
* amples. She lived with him in the moſt entire affection near three 
« years, being in the 22d year of her age at the time of his death. She 
e ſurvived him fifty-two years, which ſhe ſpent in the moſt devout and 
religious widowhood. She was Lady of the Bedchamber to Queen 
* Catharine i conſort of King Charles the Second, to the time of her 


death; and being adorned with the moſt amiable virtues, a rare piety, 


* ſingular chaſtity, and moſt abundant charity, might challenge the 
« greateſt character, as her juſt due in the ſeveral. ſtations of her life, had 
not her peculiar humility expreſsly forbid it upon her death bed. She 
* was born the 20th of September, 1633, and died January 7, 1708. 
She choſe to be buried in this place, out of a due regard to the 
memory of her excellent huſband ; and manifeſted her love for this 
40 pariſh in a large and laſting donation, towards the ſupport of poor 
« houſekeepers, and the teaching their children to read and write.“

The COLLEGE of W YE 


AS built by Cardinal Kemp, then Archbiſhop of York, in the year 
1447, in the 26th of Henry the VIth and in the 67th year of his age. 
He was born, or at leaſt baptized, at Wye, as appears by theſe words in the 
ſtatutes which he drew up for the uſe of his new foundation: Eccleſia 
e parochiali de Wye, in qua de ſacro fonte renati fuimus,” The building 
is large and commodious, It is, I believe, an exact ſquare, The endow- 
ment was for a provoſt and fix fellows, two of whom had an additional 
ſtipend for the duty of the church, and the care of a grammar-ſchool. 
The college itſelf, at preſent, exhibits a mixture of modern and ancient 
architecture: the lower part being ſtone and flint with gothic windows, 
and the upper part brick with ſaſh windows, The remains of antiquity

in it are, the hall (now the charity ſchool) à large room, vaulted to the 
| Foof and much in the form of old college halls in the univerſities: the 
common room, large and wainſcotted, with four eſcutcheons, with various 
quarterings painted over the entrance, but going to decay very faſt, The 
ſtaifcaſe, with figures of ancient Britons at each landing place; and, I was 
ready to ſay, the cloiſters; but they ate not antique; the old cloiſters 
| were pulled down about fifty years ago, and altered into ſeveral pillars and 
arches of brickwork. 
When Henry the VIIIth laid his rapacious hands upon endowments of 
this kind, this college ſuffered in the general wreck. It was granted away, 
and in the courſe of years paſſed through the hands of ſeveral poſſeſſors; 
but about ſeventy years ago, Sir George Wheler, who was then the owner 
of it, charitably and judiciouſly annexed it to the donation of Lady 
Joanna Thornhill, as a reſidence for the maſter of the grammar-ſchool, 
and the maſter and miſtreſs of the abovementioned charity, veſting 
it in the ſame truſtees; and this is the preſent ſtate of the building, which, 
by this well intended care, is likely to continue a good and uſeful houſe in 
ſome degree reverting to the original intention of the founder.

PAINTED GLAS 8. 


OBODY remembers any painted glaſs in this ancient building, 
Indeed it paſſed through too many hands after the diſſolution, and 
was in too dilapidated a ſtate for ſuch brittle memorials to remain un- 
broken. I have however recovered the arms of the founder, from a 
neighbouring farmhouſe, by the favour of the landlord, and inſerted them 
| with additional ornaments, in a window of the front hall. The arms are: 
| Patty per pale, Azure, in a croſs pally, Argent, three croſſes fitchy, 
Sable; Gules, in a border engrailed three garbs, 2 and 1, Or.” The 
eſcutcheon is fixed in the middle of a border of orange colour, from which 

it 
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it is ſeparated by an half inch ſlip of ground glaſs. Below are two orna- 
ments, parted by a piece of blue, under which is a ſmaller ornament with 
a date 1546. The reſt is filled up with pieces of purple and orange. 


Above the coat is the Cardinal's cap, as creſt ; it ſtands on a ſmall baſe 


of purple, and over it riſes a piece of yellow to the top of the pannels; 
the reſt is filled up with ground glaſs. The border of orange is one 
inch wide, and the bottom and ſides are the ſame, On the top of each 
ſide are two ſmall ornaments, which are united by a piece of ſemicircular 
green, of the ſame width. The whole piece of painted glaſs is 28 inches 
long, and 12 wide. | 

Isa the window alſo of the beſt parlour, are inſerted the arms of Kemp, 
hen Biſhop of London, viz. © Gules, two croſſed ſwords, Argent; 
« Gules, in a border engrailed, three garbs, 2 and 1, Or.” | 

As the college, by frequently changing its owners, loſt every ornament 
of this nature ; ſo alſo the church, by frequent accidents ſuffered the ſame 
loſs. There is not any painted glaſs in it whatever. Indeed it would 
have been ſurprizing, if any had eſcaped the ſhock of the deſtruction of 
the ſteeple by lightning in 1572, and again of the fall of it in conſe- 
quence of ſome defect in the building in 1686, The firſt of theſe acei- 
| dents is authenticated by the following memorandum, extracted from an 
old Churchwarden's book, in the veſtry cheſt : 2 

« The ſteeple was fired by lightning the fifteenth daye of Julie, i in the 
4 fourteen yeer of our Soverayne Ladye Queene Elizabeth, in the yeere 
« of our Lorde God, one thouſand five hundred and threeſcore and 
de twelve, between the houres of two and three in the afternoon of the 
% ſame daye.” | 

The ſecond is confirmed by the following tranſcript, from a Church- 
warden's book, which ends in 1692 : 

% On Sunday, March the 21ſt, 1686, after the concluſion of morning 
& prayer, before all the people were out of the church- yard, the ſteeple of 
« the pariſh church of Wye fell, and beat down the greateſt part of the 
« eaſt chancel, and almoſt all the ſouth and north chancels, together with

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one pillar of the church; the enſuing year the churchwardens put up 


„boards at the eaſt end of that part of the chancel which continued 
* ſtanding, placed the communion-table there, and railed it in; and likewiſe 
« repaired the pews and other ſeats of the church, together with the pulpit, 
* which had been damaged by the fall of the Ra oh: and thus it continues, 
* to this day, 1700.” 


In ſuch general deſtru&ion, it may be naturally ſuppoſed, that * of 


every kind muſt very materially ſuffer. 


Beſides the glaſs already mentioned in the college, there are inſerted in 
the beſt parlour window, in the upper part of it, a ſmall and elegant circle, 


containing the Prince of Wales's creſt, with a date 1346. On each ſide 


of the creſt are the letters E. P.— This piece, I judge, is ſingularty curious; 
as the date is, whilſt Edward the Sixth was Prince of Wales, and the 
letters ſeem to mean Edwardus Princeps. Henry the Eighth, his father, 
died in 1347. | 

This, with the arms of Kemp, when Biſhop of London, are in the 
middle diviſion of the window; in the other two diviſions are inſerted 
large pieces of painted glaſs, each eighteen inches by fifteen, edged with 
an inch border of plain Azure, within which are various ornaments en- 
cloſing two elegant eſcutcheons, of about eight inches diameter each, with 
various ornaments about them. 


In the kitchen windows are alſo upwards of thirty quarries of painted 
glaſs; theſe I ſhall not particularize; but ſome are well executed and very 
curious. For inſtance, two portculliſes with crowns, and one hawthorn 
buſh with crowns in it, All of them the devices of Henry the Seventh, 
and the ſame as are on his tomb in his chapel in Weſtminſter Abbey. 
There are alſo four quarries with a roſe in the ſunbeams, the device of

HEN the fall of the ſteeple occaſioned the devaſtation abovemen- 
tioned, the monument of Cardinal Kemp's parents was entirely 
demoliſhed. The inſcription, which! is preſerved by Goodwin de Præſu- 
libus, p. 184, is curious:

N this church there is much of this beautiful ornament ; in the window, 
over the veſtry, are five eſcutcheons, but from their great height and 
irregularity not to be blazoned. In a pannel of this window are many 
quarries painted, and among them nine garbs. In the weſt window 
(which is very high, as indeed all the windows of this church are) is much 
and irregular painted glaſs, Many coats of arms, and ſeven garbs; of 
the arms one only can be blazoned, and of that, from the great diſtance 
I cannot be quite certain. The creſt however undoubtedly is a mitre, and

GAINST and in the wall, on the left ſide of the rails, is 
an old raiſed tomb with the marks where braſſes have been 
torn off, which, tradition ſays, is the tomb of Richard Plan- 

tagenet, a baſtard ſon of Richard the Third. The tomb appears to be of 

older date, however it is certain that a perſon of this name was buryed at 

Eaſtwell. The tale, whether true or not, is curious and probable, 

Sir Thomas Moyle, when he built Eaſtwell-houſe about the year 1546, 
obſerved one of his bricklayers frequqntly reading; he aſked for the book, 
and found it to be Horace. Curioſity thus raiſed, induced him to make fur. 
ther enquiry, and he drew from the man the following account: « That he 

vas educated at a public ſchool, but never knew his parents; that when 
« he was about ſixteen he was ſent for in great haſte—was mounted on a 
« ſwift horſe—and conducted, after a long journey, into the tent of King 
% Richard, who there owned him for his ſon, gave him a large purſe of 
% gold, and with that adviſed him to procure a future ſubſiſtence if the 
<« exent.of the battle proved unfavourable, After the death of the King, he 
. | „ fled to London, lived long in a cautious obſcurity in the occupation of a 
% bricklayer, and thus it became his chance to be employed in the build- 
ing of Eaſtwell-houſe,” Moyle, touched with the man's tale, allotted 
1-28 him a piece of ground to build a houſe vor with a ſmall penſion, and 
; 53 5 85 here in about four years he died. ; 
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Several circumſtances concur to ſtrengthen the probability of this 
anecdote, It is proved by the regiſter of the pariſh, that a perſon of this 
name died there: thus it runs: Richard Plantagenet was buried the 
« 22d daye of December, 1550.” 

And it is obſervable that in this old regiſter, which now lies before me, 
that there is prefixed to the name of every perſon in it of noble blood ſuch 
a mark as this V. At the name of Richard Plantagenet there is the ſame 
mark, and it is the firſt, of many, that is ſo diſtinguſhed. 

There was alſo, about thirty years ago, the ruins of a building in Eaſtwell 
Park, which, they ſay, was his houſe; and a well (now filled up) called 
Plantagenet's well. :

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lie the figures of Sir Moyle Finch, and Elizabeth his wife, in white

are engraved round the tomb: over all was once a dome ſupported 
by eight pillars of black marble, but about fifty years ago the late 
Earl of Winchelſea had this taken down, from an apprehenſion of its 


falling, and defacing the marble figures, which are very clear and perfect.

A very ancient ſtone, which is imperfect, I ſhall notice, becauſe I can 
ſupply the defects by a manuſcript with which I have been favoured. The 
ſtone I mean is in the north aiſle ; all that now remains are two braſs labels 
which once iſſued from the mouths of two figures, now gone, On one is 
written: “ Pater de Celis] miſerere nobis.” On the other: Spiritus 
* Sancte Deus miſerere nobis.“ The manuſcript, which was written by 
Mr, Warren, ſon of the Vicar, who is recorded in the twentieth epitaph 
above, and which now lies before me, gives the inſcription as it appeared 
in the year 1722, as follows: 

Here, under this ſtone, lyeth the bodye of Thomas F ogge, Eſquyer,

The ſame MS, contains no leſs than forty- nine inſcriptions, the greateſt 
part of which were removed and loſt by the new paving of the church not 
many years ſince, From this work I have preſerved the 15th epitaph, as 
relating to the ſixteenth and ſeventeenth, which are ſtill legible, 

Mr. Warren has made many ingenious remarks, and given an accurate 
account of every inſcription. In his time the flips of braſs about the 


Counteſs of Athol were perfect, at preſent they are very much broken, as 
is alſo 
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is alſo the figure of the lady, which was then much more perfect. He 
has preſerved theſe two following lines in a flip round Sir John Fogg's 
tomb, which are now not there:

The COLLEGE of ASHFORD. 


Y the fortunate circumſtance of the College being appropriated to the 
Vicar, as his houſe, it was preſzrved in almoſt all its venerable anti- 
quity of form and ornaments till within theſe thirty years. Improvements 
have, however of late, been made, which, though they may have greatly 
favoured convenience, have totally deſtroyed the face of antiquity, But 
there ſtill remain in the kitchen five circular pieces of painted glaſs, each 
about eight inches diameter, | 
1. The device of Edward the fourth—a roſe in the ſunbeams. 
2. The arms of the Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury, impaling Warham's 


paternal coat. 
3. Quarterly, 1ſt, the arms of France and England, 2d and 3d, Or, a 
croſs Gules, 4th, Azure, three bars Vert. 
4. Checky, Sable and Ermine, in chief three tulips, Argent. 
5. Quarterly, the firſt is patchwork, 2d and 3d, Azure, three fleurs de 
lis, Or, 4th, patch.

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The borders of all are patchwork, and ſome Roman letters left. 
Mr. Warren's account of this College is curious, and his deſcription 


accurately particular; but I muſt contract it, It was built by Sir John 
 Fogge of Repton, in the reign of Edward the fourth, before the year 

1483. The form Mr. W. deſcribes as a front and two wings, with a hall, 
buttery, porter's lodge, wicket, and common room, as in colleges of the 
Univerſity, The ornaments he mentions are, fretted cielings, carved work 
in wood, and particularly great quantities of painted glaſs ; of the latter 
he notices a profuſion as remaining in his time, In the parlour, eight large 
coats of arms, Fogg's, Scott's, Poyning's, the royal arms, Warham's, 
Whites, Darell's, Enghams ; he adds that in the ſame room, were formerly 
beautiful pieces of our Bleſſed Saviour, and his twelve Apoſtles, but theſe 
were broken to pieces in the times of Charles the firft—* When people, 
« ſays Mr. Warren, pretended an horrible dread of ſuperſtition, but were 
© not afraid of rebellion and regicide; but I ſuppoſe the Glaſs-reformers 
* were not able to diſcover popery in the coats of arms, as they thought 
é they did in the other emblems, elſe it is probable they had all ſhared 
* the ſame fate.” | 

In the hall were remaining ſeven eſcutcheons of the ſame ſize; in other 
parts of the houſe, five or ſix more, four of which were the arms of Arch. 
biſhop Warham; beſides a great variety of roſes, pomegranates and 
branches, which almoſt totally covered the eaſtern ſide of the parlour. 

But all theſe are totally diſperſed and loſt to the place (except the five 
which I have noticed in the kitchen) by the late improvements, 

I cannot diſmiſs this ſubject, without expreſſing how much I have been 
gratified and obliged by the loan of this manuſcript, which contains many 
other curious particulars, relative to the pariſh church and ſchool of

£6 —— — all memory, ſhe hath erected this monument with 
* expectation of meeting in the reſurrection of ſouls, Anno Domi 1634.” 

Tradition ſays, that this young man was killed by his brother, as they 
{at at dinner—that the two brothers paid their addreſſes to the ſame lady 
that the murderer made his eſcape, and ſome time after was ſeen endea- 
vouring to efface the inſcription, but was prevented by paſſengers going by. 

This account in ſome reſpects is very probable; the words © an un- 
« timely Abel's death” plainly point out a brother's murder; but that the 
murderer ſhould hazard a return merely for the purpoſe of eſfacing the in- 
ſcription is very improbable : that ſome of it was effaced 1s very certain, 
what that was cannot be ſaid ; but ſurely nothing more ſtrongly expreſſive 
of the Fratricide's guilt than the words above quoted. However that be, 
it has been ſaid, that Otway founded his tragedy of the Orphan on a fact 


that happened at Willeſborough. The above account affords ſtrong 
Proot 
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proof to ſuppoſe this tradition true. Here are certainly the outlines of a 
tragical ſtory ; the colouring was-given by the Poet's genius. |

In another widow is a female Saint; but leſs elegant. 

Over the altar, is a whole-length figure of a King ſitting, in a gothic 
niche, and near him a mutilated figure of a man, his dreſs a blue robe, 
and round the window a great deal of beautiful bordering. 

I have been favoured with the following account, which relates to the 
glaſs in this window : 

Thomas Colwelle was abbot of the monaſtery of Saint Auguſtin's 
* near Canterbury, in the year 1349, when King Edward the 4d gave the 


* churches of Stone in Oxney, and Willeſborough and Brookland to the 


« ſaid abbey z and in the eaſt window of the chancel at Willeſborough, 
« there is a fair figure of the ſaid King in painted glaſs, preſenting a ring to 
* the Abbot.” | 

I preſume this is the figure of Edward, and the mutilated figure near 
him might have been the Abbot. 

In another window of the Church, is a large repreſentation of 5 Dove 
deſcending on the head of Chriſt. And at the bottom of this window are 
four figures kneeling; over them and under them are * with large 
Roman letters—* Thomas and Thomaſine Ellis—-uxoris ejus.“ —* Orate

M ON U M E N T s. 


HERE are two very ſingular and elegant memorials of 
the dead annexed to this church. One is a large circular 
| room cloſing in a cupola, with receptacles for bodies in the 
ſides of the wall. Several are filled, and five have inſcriptions upon 
them, but too high for me to read. It is called the mauſoleum, and was 
built for the Colebrook family; it is however much neglected and the 
floor exceedingly out of repair. In the top of the arch, over the entrance

Sir Dudley Diggs, Knight; whoſe death the wiſeſt men doe reckon 
amongſt the publique calamities of theſe times; on the 18th daye of 
March, the year from the Virgin Mother 1638, he reſigned his ſpirit 
into the hands of his Maker, his body to the peaceful ſhades below, in 
humble confidence hee ſhall awake, riſe up and be clothed with immor- 
talitie in the dawn of that glorious day which ſhall know no night. 
Thou mayeſt behold the grave of his perſon, not of his memory; what 


was earthly is ſunk down into the land where all things are forgotten ;

He was a pious ſon, a careful father, a loving huſband, a fatherly 
brother, a courteous neighbour, a merciful landlord, a liberal maſter, 
a noble friend. When after much experience gained by travel, and 
an exact ſurvey of the Jaws and people of forraine kingdoms, He 
had enabled himſelf for the ſervice of his country, obſerving too many 
joſtle for place, and croſs the publique intereſt if not joined with their 
private gain, hindering the motion of the great body of the common- 
wealth unleſs the inferior orb of their eſtates were advanced thereby, 
he was ſatisfied with the conſcience of merit, knowing good men only 
can deſerve honours, though the worſt may attain them ; his noble ſoule 
cou'd not ſtoope to ambition, nor be behoulding to that (though the 
molt generous vice) for an occaſion to exerciſe his virtues. Out of ſuch 
an apprehenſion his moderate delires confined his thoughts to the inno- 
cency of a retired life, when the moſt knowing of Princes King James, 


. I % who 
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who ever made choice of the moſt able miniſters, judging none more 
equal to employments than thoſe who wou'd not unworthily court them, 
ſent him Embaſſador to the Emperor of Ruſſia; after his return, and 
ſome years conſcionably ſpent in the ſervice of the ſtate, being unbiaſſed 
by popular applauſe or court hopes, he was made Maſter of the Rolls. 
This did crowne his former actions, and though it could not increaſe his 
integrity, it made it more conſpicuous, and whom his acquaintance 
before, now the kingdom honoured , if the example of his juſtice had 
powerful influence on all Magiſtrates, the people who are governed 
wou'd be happy on earth, and the rulers in Heaven, with him, who 
counted it an unworthy thing to be tempted to vice by the reward of

F gant,——As ſoon as you enter the church door, on the right hand, is a 
window nearly filled with admirable paintings. The colours ſtrong and glow- 
ing, and the figures but I will endeavour to give a particular deſcription : 

The window is about twelve feet high and eight feet wide, 

There are three diviſions in the height to the place where the arch 
begins; the middle divifion is ſeparated in two parts, the uppermoſt con- 
tains an exquifite repreſentation of the Virgin and Child; there is a divine 
ſweetneſs in the features of the infant, which is enchanting ; the figure of 
the Virgin is pleafing, but not quite perfe& ; the lower part of this 
diviſion has been broken, and ſupplied with common glaſs.

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The upper part of the window conſiſts of ſmaller pieces of painted 
glaſs, put together as fancy directed; but ſuch as very neatly fill up the 
whole, and render it an object pleaſing in a great degree. 

The window which I have here deſcribed (and I doubt, imperfectly) is 
indeed unuſually beautiful, I confeſs I think it equal to any thing of the 
kind I ever ſaw. The female figure in particular in one of the comparti. 
ments, is ſo truly elegant, the form ſo juſt, and the face ſo beautiful, that 
I tannot but think no painting of the pencil can exceed it, Vandyke, it 
is ſaid, formed this judgement of the paintings on the glaſs at the church 
of Fairford in Glouceſterſhire : the idea therefore is not ſingular, whether 
it is juſt, I will not venture to ſay. 

What a pity that a window ſo truly beautiful ſhould be thus loſt to the 
public-eye, from its fituation in this ſolitary ſpot ! and ſtill more is it to 
be lamented, that it ſhould be fo . as to be in danger of decay ing 
from duſt and damp. 

In other parts of the church, there is alſo much painted glaſs, which 
though not equal to the window I have deſcribed, is in general pleaſing.

N this church the Painted Glaſs ſeems to have been preſerved with ſome 
attention, In the chancel window, in a lozenge, Gules, is a ſtar* 
Argent, and under it a figure of a man in a crimſon robe, but defaced. 
One window of the church is full of Painted Glaſs, which ſeems to 
have been collected and pieced together. At the bottom are two ſmall 
figures kneeling, a man and woman; the man is perfect; the head of the 
woman loſt ; under them are written, Orate pro animabus Richardi et 
« Juliane = Stowting.“ There are alſo two more ſmall figures 

tolerably perfect, and very neat. 

Above the two firſt mentioned figures is a full length man, very e 
about three feet high—a book in one hand, a Pilgrim's ſtaff in the other 
his robe is beautifully elegant—pale lilac and finely embroidered, On his 
head is a Pilgrim's hat. Above the other ſmall figures is a man of the 
ſame ſize and dreſs ; the body broken and irregular ; the head perfect. 

There are alſo two neat heads, and above them a Biſhop, in one hand 
a croſier, in the other a book; very perfect. 

Above all, to the top of the window, is a profuſion of neat patchwork, 
conſiſting of a variety of gothic niches, and other ornaments.

Tbe great weſt window was once, I doubt not, very elegant; the form 
of the diviſions is ſingular, and moſt probably each diviſion was filled with 
glaſs of this ſort : traces only of what it once was, remain now. 

Thirteen diviſions, at the bottom, ſeem once by their form to have been 
filled with eſcutcheons. One only remains entire: * Azure, three win- 
nowing-baſkets, Or. Above theſe are twelve mutilated ſaints, and 
many imperfe& ſcrolls, The middle diviſion is totally repaired with

The next monument to be noted is Sir Chriſtopher Powell's z perhaps 
as fine and expenſive a. one as any which graces Weſtminſter Abbey; the 
whole executed by the famous P. Scheemakers, The ſtatues of his mother 
and wife are of the fineſt Parian marble on pedeſtals of Italian marble, 
one at each end in a weeping attitude, his wife leaning her elbow on the 
black tomb from whence he ſeems ariſing and leaning on one fide in a 
looſe Roman attire, with ſandals, &c.—This tomb ſuperſedes the tablet on 
which the inſcription is, which conſiſts of Portore marble from Carrara, 
viz, black with yellow clouds and veins on fluted pedeſtals of the ſame, 
The back ground is pyramidal and reaches the ceiling. The figures are 
in my opinion larger than life, and by thoſe who knew them living deemed 
great likeneſſes.

I remember the ſtopes being in the wall, with the names of the

£ ſome time ſince into my hands, I will here give a true copy of it: 
wr Whereas the ancient altar and altarpiece of the pariſh church of Aſh- 
© ford (having been both decent and ornamental, riſing with a fine aſcent, 
and the ſame railed in after a decent manner) were in the time of rebellion, 
© in the reign of our truly pious and martyr'd Sovereign King Charles the 
Firſt, of bleſſed memory, in the year of our Lord 1644, ſacrilegiouſly 
defaced and removed, the altar razed even with the ground, and ſome of 
the materials converted to their own private uſes, by men as well of fac- 
tious and rebellious principles and practices as ſacrilegious. And to pet- 
petuate this their infamous act and ſacrilegious depredations, the then 
churchwardens, Joy Starr, and William Worſley, two of the actors in ſo 
great and villainous a profanation, and profuſe waſters of the churche's

Of the Family of the Foggs. 


« This family has been formerly of ſo good repute in the county of 


6 Kent, that it deſerves to be had in remembrance, eſpecially by the peo- 
ple of Aſhford, to whom this family hath been very bountiful, 
% Repton (or Ripton) about a mile from the church, was the ſeat of 


„this family. 
« Tt was the ſeat of the Valoigns before it belonged to the Foggs.— 
Waletius de Valoigns dwelt there in the eign of Henry the IIId, who 


e began his reign in 1216. The laſt of this family was one Ware- 
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tius de Valoigns, who when he died left only two daughters, one of 
which Sir Thomas Fogge married, and by this means became poſſeſſed 


of this eſtate at Repton. > 

„The Foggs, like a great many 4 Uh beſides, ſuffered much i in their 
eſtate at the time of the great rebellion ; and now at this time (1711) 
according to the viciſſitude of human affairs, all the eſtate of the fa- 
mily, notwithſtanding their great poſſeſſions formerly, is not much above 
fifty pounds per annum. 

Indeed Captain Chriſtopher Fogg (who was taken by the Turks, and 
for whom no ſmall ſum was paid to redeem him from ſlavery) improved 
his eſtate by uſing the ſea many years after his redemption ; but he dying 
without iſſue, and his lady ſucceeding to all he was worth, the deſcen- 


dants of the Foggs reap no benefit from the captain's labours. He was 


commandent of the Rupert, a third rate man of war. He died aboard 


his own ſhip in the river Thames, ſoon after he came home from his laſt 


voyage, in or about the year 1707. 
It is now uncertain where there is any of the male line of this family 


alive; if there is, tis Mr. John Fogge, ſon to the captain's elder brother. 


This young gentleman was few a years ago known to be at Liſbon, but 
ſince that time his relations have heard nothing of him. 


8 Of the Family ſeat. 
« The houſe at Repton has been for many years paſt a farm houſe ; ſo 
much of the building as remains is ſubſtantial, There ſtill appear 


the ruins of ſome walls at ſeveral rods diſtance from the building which- 


now remains, and particulorly there are ſome ruins of a ſtone building 


on that fide of the houſe toward Chart, which by the foundation ſeem 


to have been the walls of a large room, under which there is {till a lacge 
vault, extending itſelf the whole length and breadth of the room 


above it.

The order of the ſucceſſion is traced from the pariſh regiſter, 


* Regiſters were not kept in country pariſhes till the IIId or IVth 
years of Queen Elizabeth, tho? there were injunctions for them in king 
Henry VIIIch and king Edward the VIth's reign. 

« Mr. John Wallis, Vicar, was buried Dec. 4, 1622, This Mr. 
Wallis was father to the famous Dr. Wallis, the learned mathematician 
of Oxford. . 

« Mr. Edmund Hayes, Vicar, was buried Sept. 3, 1638. This Mr, 
Hayes was father to the late Mr. Hayes, printer to the Univerſity of 
Cambridge, | 

« Mr. Mackbee ſucceeded Mr. Hayes. In his time were great confu- 
ſions in church and ſtate, 

« Mr. Richard Whitlock was buried Oct, 24, 1666. This Mr, Whit- 
lock was a man of wit and learning. He was a ſtrenuous church-of- 
England man. I have heard that there were unhappy differences be- 
tween him and his pariſhioners, and indeed ſeveral of thoſe ſentences 
which he wrote upon the glaſs windows of the Vicarage-houſe do 
plainly enough intimate as much. 

Mr. Warren here copies upwards of thirty ſentences of Latin, Greek | 


and Engliſh, ſome expreſſive of much vexation indeed, adding, that

there are many more. 
« Mr. Thomas Riſden ſucceeded Mr. Whitlock, Mr, Riſden was Mi- 


niſter in Bread-ſtreet, London. He was burnt out of his habitation by 
the great fire, anno 1666. He then came to Aſhford ; he was buried 
May 29, 1673. 

« Mr. Samuel Warren ſucceeded, he died in 1720, aged 84.”

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On theſe extracts from the Regiſter, I ſhall only obſerve that the in- 
troduction to them (which is quoted from Hearn's Preface to Leland's 


Itinerary) intimating that Regiſters were not kept in country periſhes, is 
not generally true; for the old Regiſter books of Wye and Eaſtwell, both 


begin in 1538, the firſt year of the injunctions of Henry VIII. 
It would be doing injuſtice to the benevolence, and filial piety of Mr. 


Warren's heart, not to notice two ſentences ſtrongly expreſſive of theſe 


virtues. At the end of his preface he ſays :

And at the concluſion of the liſt of Vicars, he ſays, * Mr. Samuel

e longer. Aſhford, June 20, 1711.“ 

*. As I was deſirous to learn ſome particulars of the life of the au- 

thor of the above manuſcript, I applied by letter to Dr. Warren, one of 


his Majeſty's phyſicians, and a lineal deſcendant or the family, who very 
. obligingly favoured me with-the following account: 


« Mr. Warren was choſen Divinity-Fellow of Trinity-Hall, Cambridge, 


« whilſt he was Curate to his father. He afterwards went to Cambridge, 


became Tutor to the College, and was a man of conſiderable celebrity 
in the Univerſity, till he died about the year 1744. Being educated at 


„ Trinity-Hall, he took his degrees in Law, and at the regular time was 


L. L. D. He died at Canterbury, and was buried at Aſhford, in the 
6“ church-yard, near the eaſt end of the church. 
« Antiquities were his favourite ſtudy, and he was a great collector of 
* ancient coins, and medals: You may ſee honourable mention of him 
& in Dr, Middleton's Antiquitates Middletonianæ. He never would ac- 
„ cept any preferment that would vacate his Fellowſhip, and remained 
Fellow and Tutor to his death. He was remarkable for his good tem- 
per, diligence and integrity.“ Hg

HADLEIGH. 


Pact 476, Epi. III. L Du. WILKINS publiſhed a learned work in . 
volumes folio, entitled, Concilia Magne Brite et Hiberniæ, Sc. 

The Epitaph ſays, “erat vultu apertus et gravis.“ To the truth of 
t.iis I can readily agree, as I have many times ſeen him, when I was very 
young, and his venerable aſpe& made a ſtrong impreſſion upon me; but 
to the following words, © in roſtris diſertus,” I cannot ſo readily aſſent. 
I have often heard him in the pulpit, and I very well remember that his 
foreign accent was highly grating to the ear, and I think wholly inconſiſt- 
ent with eloquence. 

Pack 485, Epit. XXVI. The Champneiſes of Boxley, wet mentioned, 

reſided at a ſeat called Vinters, which continued in their poſſeſſion till very 
lately, The firſt of the family ſeated here, according to Mr, Haſted, 


| (vol. II. page 129) was Walter Champneis, 1582 ; not improbably the 


father of Richard mentioned in this epitaph, 

„% As I have been favoured with extracts from a Wasa hiſtory 
of Hadleigh, written by the late Dr. Wilkins, 1 ſhall here ſubjoin ſome 
particulars from it, more eſpecially relative to the church, 

„ Hadleigh church, in Dr. Pykenham's will, is call'd Eccleſia ſanctæ 
Marie, The length is 143 feet, and the breadth 63. 

« The following anecdote of Dr. Cottesford, who was Rector in the 
time of King Charles the Firſt, is curious.

In thoſe days the rails before the communion-tabie, were deemed a 


piece of popery, and as ſuch they were deligned to be plucked up on 
Chriſtmas-day. The Rector, having previous notice of the deſign, 
« haſted more than uſually after Sermon to the table; when he entered 
&« the rails, having ſhut the door of them after him, he turned to the crowd 


* 
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„ which was preſſing forward to put their intentions in execution, and 
« drawing out a ſtilletto, which he had provided for the purpoſe, proteſted 
% that if any ſacrilegious hand dared adventure to lay hold of the rails to 
pull them up, he would inftantly ſtab him, though he himſelf ſhould 
dye a ſacrifice at the altar. . This reſolution ſo ſurpriſed and. amazed 
the fanatick crowd, that they went out quietly, and deſiſted from the 
« attempt. But the very next day they broke into the chuteh, pulled up 
* the rails, and burnt them openly with great ſolemnity and triumph.”

The puſpix | is carved work, on black ground, and elegantly gilt. It. 
has a large ſounding- board over it, which is painted a ſky- blue colour, 
and deck'd with golden ſtars, In the midſt of it is a label with this in-

At the end of the ſouth aiſle is a room, which it is ſaid was once in- 
tended for a public library. There is ſome reaſon to ſuppoſe it formerly. 
a chapel dedicated to St: John, as a family of the name of Doyly, whoſe 
ſeat was Pand-hall, in this pariſh, made a claim to this place as a dormi- 
tory, it appearing that ſome of their anceſtors, 1483, were buried in St. 
John's chapel in Hadley. 

At the weſt end of the church is a large e with a border round. 
the bottom, with carved work of grapes and vine- leaves. In the middle 
are the arms of Hadleigh, granted to the town by William Camden Cla- 
rencieux, King at arms, 1618. 


« Arms, Azure, a chevron Erminois, between three woolſacks, Argent,”

In the ſteeple are eight bells. The firſt three caſt in the years 1678, 


| and 1679, with only the bell founder's name. The fourth has this in- 


ſcription, Benedium fit nomen Dei; the fifth, In multis annis reſonat campana 
Johannis, 8 Thornton fecit; the ſixth, Sum rota pulſata beata Maria vocata.

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The ſeventh, Ecce, Gabrielis reſonat campana fidelis, Theſe are without 
& dates. The eighth was caſt 4680, with the founder's name only. 

Over the porch that belongs to the middle door, is a large and ſpa- 
&* cious dial, not exactly ſouth, the gnomon ſtanding over the figure xt; 
© above which is written in golden letters Ow; 4wpirje, Within the dial, 
10 cutting the horal lines is the chronogram of 1627. MIhI DeVs LVX 
« et saLVs. The numerical figures are in golden letters upon a blue 
* ground, edged with a golden border and the lines red. Under the dial 
te are thele lines in letters of gold ona black gro und.

To theſe extracts from Dr. Wilkins may be added a few particulars of a 
more modern date. 

The year before the doctor's death he erected a new and elegant altar- 
piece. It is wainſcot, with neat carved work, and has two full length 
paintings of Moſes and Aaron, Above is this inſcription : * Hoc pietatis 
% monumentum extrui curavit D. Wilkins, 1744.” 

About fifty years ago an organ was fixed on the gallery; it is very 
handſome, and has been much enlarged and improved, On the top is a 
large ſemicircular ornament, in the midſt ot which, on a blue ground, is 
this inſcription in large gold letters: * Oh praiſe the God of Heaven; 
and the ſpace below it is filled up with golden cherubs. This ornament 
was the gift of Tobias Searſon, gent. who was buried in this church. 
See epitaph the LIX. : 
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| I I cannot conclude theſe notes on Hadleigh, without giving an anecdote 
in ſome degree connected with' ehe place, and in itſelf exceedingly remark- 
able. 

* I was informed chat in the pariſh church of Llandulph, in Cornwall, 
there was a memorial of à lineal deſcendant of the n line, who 
married a wife from Hadleigh. 

The account was ſo highly curious, and yet ſo imgrobibile, that I wiſhed ' 
to be certain of the truth. To this purpoſe I wrote to the officiating 
miniſter at Saltaſh, which I judged to be the neareſt poſt-town to Llan- 
dulph, and in conſequence ſoon received an obliging anſwer, of which he 
following is an extract: 

% la the chancel of Llandulph church is a mural monument, con- 
* taining the following inſcription, on a large piece of braſs, in length 
«© twenty one inches, in breadth ſeventeen, and fixed about five feet from 
% the ground. Every letter is in roman capitals, and the original ſpelling 
« js preſerved. 

| | The Inſcription : 

« Here lyethe the body of Theodoro Paleologus, of Peſaro in Itayle, 
.« deſcended from the Imperyall lyne of the laſt Chriſtian Emperors of 
2 Greece, being the ſonne of Camilio, the ſonne of Proſper, the ſonne of 
4 Theodoro, the ſonne of John, the ſonne of Thomas, the ſecond bro- 
ther to Conſtanting Paleologus the 8th of that name, and laſt of that 
. lJyne that raygned in Conſtantinople, until ſubdewed by the Turks, who 
married with Mary the daughter of William Balls, of Hadlye, in Sout- 
« folke, gent. and had iſſue five children: Theodoro, John, Ferdinando, 
Maria, and Dorothy, and deppted this life at Clifton the 2 iſt of Janu- 
„% ary, 1636.“ Above the whole, in an eſcutcheon of braſs, are engraved ' 
two turrets, with the figure of an eagle with two heads, reſting a claw 
© on each turret.”

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On receiving this account, fo conviacing in regard to the exiſtence of 


ſuch a monument, I have made farther enquiries in reſpect to the perſon. 
but with much leſs ſucceſs. | 

Mr. Barlow, in another letter, favoured me with the following. account : 
* After much enquiry I got poſſeſſion of an old regiſter of Landulph,, 
but was greatly chagrined, when I found a chaſm in it by the leaves 
being miſſing of 20 years, from 1628 to 1649; in which interval we 
eve muſt certainly have found the burial of Theo. Pal. and in all proba- 
* bility ſome memorials of his children. The only entry which I can ap- 
„ ply to this family is the following: Mary Paleologus was buried the 
© fifteenth daie of Maie, 1674. Can this be the Mary Balls of Hadleigh ? 
« If ſo, ſhe muſt have ſurvived her huſband 38 years, and have died at a 
« very advanced age. I am ſorry my expectations, when I procured this re- 
« giſter, where ſo much diſappointed,” | 

A kind friend has ſearched, at my deſire, the old regiſter of Hadleigh,, 
in which he finds the family of the Balls very numerous, 

In the regiſter of marriages,” ſays he, ©* there is one dated May 27, 

<« 1617, with the names eraſed and four: : dots left in the place; now 
«© why may not I, in the fpirit of an antiquary, ſuppoſe that this might 
© be the very marriage, as it is about 19 years before Theodoro died?“ 

If this conjecture be well-founded, the erazure (and the erazure of a 
regiſter is ſomething extraordinary) might ariſe from reſentment, or a deſire 
of concealment. And the idea is ſomething corroborated by a ſimilar era- 
zure, equally remarkable, in the baptiſms of the family of the Balls; it is 

this : © Mary. - + Df. to 1391.“ 
It ſhould ſeem that this was the Mary Balls, who was married. in 1617, 
and who then would be 26 years of age; but with this comecture L dif 


miſs the ſubject.

Pace 515, Epit. II. Tus excellent man, whoſe expoſition of the New- 
Teſtament is well known, wrote, beſides the above, many religious tracts 
admirably adapted to every capacity. 

He was born at Hitcham in Suffolk, as appears by the following _ 
from the regiſter of that place. 

„ William, fon of Miles and Rebecca Burkitt, born the 20th of July, 

« baptized the 37ſt of Auguſt, 1650.” a 

He went firſt to ſchool at Stowmarket, and at fourteen years of age was 


admitted at Pembroke- hall, Cambridge. 


Pace 517, Fpit. V. The ſchool of Dedham was not a royal founda- 


tion, but it is preſumed that it was here called“ Schola regia,” from the 


following circumſtance z 


An eminent clothier of Dedham named William Littlebury, ſaid to 


have been a foundling there, . a will dated 1571, left eſtates for the 
* 


erecting. 
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erecting a ſchool i in Dedham, and maintaining a ſchoolmaſter, who ſhould 

be a graduate in the Univerſity, He nominated ſeveral truſtees z and do- 

nations encreaſing, King James the Firſt granted them a charter by the 
. name of the Governors of the Charities, &c. particularly the School. It 
is ſuppoſed that Mr. Littlebury was buried in this e but no certain 
memorial of him is to be found. 

One William Cardinall, jeft lands in truſt towards the maintenance of 
two poor ſcholars from the grammar- ſchool, to be educated at St. John's 
College in Cambridge, till they have taken their Bachelor's degree, and 
two years afterwards, if they continue there: the ſaid. ſcholars to be na- 
tives of Dedham or Much-Bromley. ; 
: : Pacref8, Epir. X. —— This John Rogers was remarkable for his 
þ bs oF zeal, and appears to have been a man of great piety, as well as a preacher 
=. of extraordinary earneſtneſs. The vulgar uſed to call him « bawling John 
Rogen.” | 

* | Mr. Whitfield, in the year 1753, preaching in the tabernacle at Nor- 
wich, after mentioning the converſion of 2000 ſouls by the preaching of 
WS. - St. Peter, took occaſion to relate the following anecdote of this man : 

Eds | 2 1 will tell you, ſaid Mr. W. a ſtory which 1 have often heard of the 
«converſion of ſix fiſhermen of Wivenhoe, by the preaching of a man 
„ whom the vulgar called © bawling John Rogers,“ who was a miniſter 

« of Dedham in Efſex. Theſe fix men had often heard of Mr. Rogers's 

, preaching, and went to church on purpoſe to affront him and ridicule 

* his diſcourſe. This Mr. Rogers having notice of, ſuited his diſcourſe 

% to them more immediately, and as they entered the church pointed to 
s them, and told them of their immediate danger of damnation, and 
10 urged their wickedneſs with ſuch ſtrength and ſeverity, that the men 
« were convinged of their error, begg'd his pardon, and became ever 
* after his conſtant hearers and canverts.” 

Mr. Rogers publiſhed many boaks, in the preface to one of which, 
namely, * a Godly and Fruitful E e of St. Peter's Firſt Epiſtle,” 
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of his preaching.
